The committee began its work in March of 1999, 
charged with the task of meeting the elementary school 
needs of the Town of Mattapoisett for the next 20 years. 
The town hired Tappe Associates of Boston to design the 
two schools to allow for a build-out population of 850 
students. The Old Hammondtown School was built in 
1966 with the construction of an addition in 1998. Pres- 
ently, Old Hammondtown has 250-plus students in 
Grades 4-6. 

The committee anticipates beginning the Center 
School phase of the project in the fall of 2002. Center 
School was built in 1898, with additions constructed in 
1937 and 1952. Presently, the Center School facility houses 
a Pre-K to Grade 3 program with 350-plus students. 

The committee wishes to express its sincere 
gratitude to the citizens of Mattapoisett for their funding 
support for this project. Due to the hard work of State 
Representative William Straus and State Senator Marc 
Pacheco, Mattapoisett will receive 65 percent reimburse- 
ment on this $10.5 million project.

during this crisis as well — moments of remarkable 
courage and selflessness; moments of fierce patriotism 
and pride:

Today, all Americans are united in anguish and 
anger. But we must also be united in purpose and in will. 

While the immediate task of vanquishing 
freedom's enemies will fall to our military men and 
women, all of us — particularly those like you who 
understand the price of freedom — will be called upon to 
strengthen our national resolve. 

And so, as we ask God's tender mercies on all 
those who have fallen, we ask also for His guidance and 
protection for all of us who remain to finish the task now 
before us.

conditions." Mr. Rose was an alternate member of the 
ZBA from 1977 to 1986, and then a full voting member 
from 1987 to 2001.

Ms. Enroth- Whitlock said this information would 
be posted on the Town Hall bulletin boards and for- 
warded to the various department heads.

To the Editor: 

To the residents of Mattapoisett: an affordable housing 
development known as "The Regatta" is being proposed to be built 
between the funeral home and police station (on Route 6). It is a 100- 
unit/180-bedroom complex, 540 feet long, 50 feet high, that will have 
an impact on many areas of the town — not just the abutters. The 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) is addressing the 
concerns of all residents regarding this project on October 11, 2001 at 
7:00 pm at Old Hammondtown School. 

There will be impacts. The area has had drainage problems 
ever since the funeral home and the police station were built. Address- 
ing the drainage problems, "The Regatta" is proposing two large 
retention ponds that drain into the brook, and eventually drain into the 
town beach. If the ponds are sprayed for mosquitoes, this will impact 
the town beach, along with any other type of runoff from the develop- 
ment. If the parcel of town-owned land, designated for the water and 
the fire departments, becomes overly-saturated, the taxpayers will have 
to purchase an alternate site. 

Those who are not connected to the sewer now, may have to 
wait longer if the capacity is used by The Regatta and all the other 
construction and proposed construction in town. Right now, three 
schools are under construction, and the fourth to start next year. The 
golf course/housing development is scheduled to start in the spring. 
The sale of Cathay (Temple) will provide additional development. The 
amount of traffic down North Street, and along Route 6 will increase, 
and an additional traffic light may have to be added because The 
Regatta's driveway enters and exits onto Route 6. This will also have

Mattapoisett residents do have a say in what happens to our town. The 
Regatta is a proposed development, to be placed between the police station 
and the funeral home. It is a 100 unit affordable housing development that is 
about 540 feet in length (2 football fields!!!!) and about 50 feet high, to be 
built on about 4 acres of land. We do have a say, and it is not a "Done Deal" 
as the rumor has it. The following is an excerpt from the 

"Overview of The Massachusetts Comprehensive Permit Law." 

see G.L. c. 40 B, §§ 20-23 

"The zoning board of appeals holds a public 
hearing to ensure that local concerns are properly 

addressed. Local concerns include health, safety, environmental, design, open 
space, and other concerns raised by town officials or residents. In making its decision, the 
board acts on behalf of all other town boards and officials, but only with regard to matters 
where local restrictions are more stringent than state requirements. The board can issue a 
single comprehensive permit, which subsumes all local permits and approvals normally 
issued by local boards. It can also issue a comprehensive permit with conditions or deny 
the permit. 

General Laws c. 40B, §20 defines consistency with local needs as being reasonable in view 
of the need for low and moderate income housing balanced against health, safety, 
environmental, design, open space, and other local concerns."

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

Fairhaven' s lovely Riverside Cemetery is the 
setting of the Office of Tourism's last walking tour of the 
season, to be held on Sunday, October 7 at 2:00 pm. It 
begins inside the cemetery's main entrance on Main 
Street. Sand Main will serve as guide. 

The cemetery was created 150 years ago in 1850 
on land donated by Warren Delano II, grandfather of 
President Franklin Delano Roosevelt. It is considered one 
of the most beautiful rural-style burial grounds in the 
region. Earlier this year, Riverside Cemetery served as the 
setting of a scene in the feature film Passionada, directed 
by Dan Ireland and starring Sofia Milos and Jason Isaacs. 

The walking tour route traces the quiet winding 
paths past the final resting places of some of the town's 
most famous residents, including the Delano family tomb 
designed by Richard Morris Hunt, the H.H. Rogers 
mausoleum designed by Charles Brigham, and the grave 
sites of Captain William H. Whitfield, artist William 
Bradford, William F. Nye, John I. Bryant, Elizabeth I. 
Hastings and others. At each site, the guide discusses 
some of the history connected with the people buried 
there. 

Nature lovers will see a wide variety of trees such 
as beech, black tupelo, birch, holly, cherry, dogwood, 
weeping willow, ash, sugar maple, and more. Those

Serendipity. Starring John Cusack and Kate Beckinsale. 
Directed by Peter Chelsom. Running time: 91 minutes. MPAA 
rating: PG-13. At Hoyts Nickelodeon, Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall, and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

For those who were yearning for another keep-'em-apart-till- 
the-last-minute romantic comedy on the order of Sleepless tn Seattle 
and You've Got Mail, the once-daring indie-cinema vanguard 
Miramax brings Serendipity, the goofiest movie Nora Ephron never 
wrote. This is another one, folks — one of those gentle fables in 
which everyone on the planet knows the leading man and leading 
lady were meant to be together, except of course for themselves 
and the people unfortunate enough tobe engaged to them. The end 
justifies the means: It doesn't matter who else gets hurt as long as 
the name-above-the-title stars are happy as the end credits roll. 

The couple in question are John Cusack and Kate Beckinsale, 
two smart and capable actors (let's overlook America's Sweethearts 
and Pearl Harbor) trapped inside a Rube Goldberg contraption of a 
screenplay (by Marc Klein). Seven years ago in New York (a 
magical New York in which the Twin Towers have been digitally 
removed so as not to distract current viewers, though the first 
section unfolds in 1994), Jonathan Trager (Cusack) and Sara Thomas 
(Beckinsale) meet cute over a pair of gloves at a trendy store. They 
go ice skating and are mutually smitten, yet Sara decides that if 
they were really meant for each other, they will have to meet again 
by chance. If everyone thought like Sara, the world population 
would plummet. 

The years pass, and Jonathan and Sara have moved on to new 
lives and new loves — Jonathan is about to get married to Hally 
(Bridget Moynihan, from Coyote Ugly), and Sara lives in San 
Francisco with her pompous lute-playing fiance Lars (John Corbett). 
Lars is made a self-absorbed jerk, and Hally is made a near-total 
zero, all the better for us to accept that Jonathan and Sara could do 
better and could have done better if Sara hadn't been such a fate- 
obsessed ditz all those years ago. 

Movies like this frustrate me, and not only because so much of 
the structure depends on the lovers just missing each other, 
misunderstanding what they see or hear, or generally acting 
stupid for 90 minutes until, bowing to the demands of this genre, 
they finally fall into each other's arms. No, the frustration comes 
from these movies' almost callous disregard for the people that the 




main lovers toss aside in their quest for one another. What if Lars 
were a good man as well as a talented musician, and what if Hally 
had even a single scrap of personality? What if our lovers were 
fated to be with them ? Then Jonathan and Sara could meet again, 
decide that love isn't always as neat as love in the movies, and 
behave like adults. 

We should be thankful, I suppose, that Serendipity offers us 
some diversion in the way of a colorful supporting cast: Jeremy 
Piven and Molly Shannon as Jonathan's and Sara's respective best 
friends; the scene-stealing Eugene Levy as a rigid salesman. But 
except for some moments between real-life friends Cusack and 
Piven (who aren't allowed a tenth of the funky rapport they had in 
Grosse Pointe Blank) and some bits between Cusack and Levy that 
feel improvised, the talented cast is weighed down by the plot's 
idiot mechanics. At one point, poor Molly Shannon is beaned by a 
golf ball and whacked with a golf club, for no purpose other than 
a cheap laugh; we next expect to see her in the hospital, butno, she's 
chatting over coffee with Sara without so much as a bandage onher 
head.

not so much as a single line of dialogue in which Jonathan has to 
deal with the pain he must've caused. At the end, the lovers meet 
at that same skating rink, with the same fake-looking snow falling 
on them, and when I was supposed to be happy about the reunion, 
I found myself instead looking at Jonathan and thinking, You 
selfish bastard — what's going to happen if you meet another sexy 
British woman by chance in the city; are you going to ditch Sara, 
too?

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Back to School

The temperatures are dropping ... the leaves are 
falling ... and schools are back in session. Yes, fall is 
indeed here and that also means the wheels of gov- 
ernment in many of the area towns are beginning to 
spin more rapidly — some even squeaking and 
screeching for want of oil in the wake of the more 
casual, laidback summer months. 

To counter this brief hiatus, officials in 
Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester have wisely 
scheduled another long overdue Regional Tri-Town 
Selectmen's Meeting for Wednesday, October 10 at 
7:00 pm, to be hosted by the Marion Selectmen in the 
Marion Town House. Members of the three towns' 
Finance Committees (FinCom) and other financial 
department heads have also been invited to attend in 
the hopes of discussing pending matters which have 
a direct financial impact on all three communities. 

Of particular interest on the agenda (which has 
yet to be finalized as of this writing) is discussion of 
a process by which the three towns can review the 
regional school budgets prior to presenting these 
often-hefty sums to voters on their respective Town 
Meeting floors. I applaud this attempt to examine the 
school budgets, which are often the single-largest line 
item in each towns' General Operating Budget and 
accounts for at least one-third of each towns' total 
annual costs. 

I can hear school supporters grinding their teeth 
in unison now, ready to poke holes in my photo-eyes 
at the top of this page with their Number 2 pencils. 

Without making any implicit or explicit sugges- 
tions that past school budgets have been misman- 
aged, overextended, or bloated, I am merely pleased 
to hear that the Boards of Selectmen in Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester are willing to take -proac- 
tive steps to examine the school budgets novo, instead 
of sitting back and waiting until the spring Town 
Meetings. By that time it's usually too late to do 
anything other than react ... which generally amounts 
to a collective "Wow!" that serves no purpose other 
than to put school proponents in defensive mode. 



Lest you misunderstand my point or think this 
little kudos an attack or criticism of the tri-town 
school system, I might add that I speak to this issue as 
a fellow teacher (my other job which pulls me from 
my duties here at The Wanderer two days a week), and 
I have always been an ardent supporter of education 
— both public and private. So, you can put down your 
pens and stop composing that angry e-mail you were 
planning to dash off to me in your mind. 

I know from firsthand experience that most teach- 
ers are grossly underpaid. I also know that Special 
Needs requirements account for a large chunk of the 
annual school budgets. And I'm not blind to the fact 
that education costs in general — from textbooks and 
supplies to upgrades in technology — aren't cheap. 

But what I don't know — and what I suspect most 
residents in the tri-town area don't know, either — is 
a detailed breakdown of the regional school budget in 
terms of administrative costs versus teacher and staff 
salaries; a comparison of last year's costs and ex- 
penses versus this year's projected numbers; and 
specific evidence, if any, of needed belt-tightening in 
these frugal fiscal times. 

Let's face it: all three towns have made major 
investments in their children's futures by approving 
numerous school renovation and expansion projects; 
work proceeds at the junior and senior high schools; 
work on Marion's Sippican School is nearing comple- 
tion; Mattapoisett's Old Hammondtown School 
breaks ground this week with plans to begin expan- 
sion at Center School next year; and Rochester is 
already planning for future expansion needs at Me- 
morial School. With both state and federal funding 
sources becoming scarce and with our nation's ques- 
tionable financial status on the brink of anticipated 
military action, all levels and branches of government 
bear closer scrutiny and examination. 

And, as a result, Mattapoisett, Marion and Roch- 
ester voters will be better-educated when the regional 
school budget comes before them at the Annual Town 
Meetings in the spring.
